. -RWwYORK, September 20.—Judge 
Alton B. Patker, democratic can-

For the year just 
closed the total exports cf cotton amount- 
ed to over forty-nine million dollats in 
comparison with twenty-two million the 
preceding year. This has alao been a 
growing trade with Japan, the Philir- 
pine islands, Cuba, and several countries 
of South America.’’

Seventy-five. Union Printers Have 
Gone on Strike and Seven Shops 
Have Been Affected by Their 
Action—Statement Made 
By Both Sides.

The union printers in the job offices 
belonging to the local branch of the 
United Typothetae of America walked 
cut on a strike at noon yesterday and the 
struggle to secure the eight-hour day has 
been set going. 


LOCAL PRINTERS | 


In Atlanta the men who have joined 
issue with their employers number seven- 
ty-five ang the shops. affected number 
seven. It is not a local fight, however, 
but national in its nature, aithough in 
many cities the eight-hour day has been 
already granted by the employers. 

The shops affected in Atlanta with the 
number of union printers each has !ost 
by the strike are as follows: franklin 
vrinting Company, 47; Byrd Printing 
Company, 15; Turner Printing Company, 
5; Bennett Printing Company, 2; Dittler 
Printing Company, 2; LaHatte Printing 
Company, 3; Montag Printing. Com- 
pany, |, 

W. S. Wardlaw, organizer of the Inter- 
| national] Typographical Union, last night 
made the following statement: 

“The present contention between some 
of the employing printers of Atlanta and 
the union book and job compvsilurs was 
precipitated by the United Typothetae 
of America (the national organization ot 
employing printers), recently im session 
at Buffalo, in declining to treat with the 
eight-hour committee of the Internationa] 
Typographical Union on any propusition 
looking to the establishment of an eight- 
hour work day: The Typothetae conven- 
tion went on record as being unalterably 
opposed to the eight-hour work day, and 
recommended by resolution that its mem- 
bers inaugurate the ‘open shop’ policy 
and give @¢mployment to non-union men. 

“This plan was adopted in Chicago, De- 
troit, and many other eities, thereby 
causing locKouts. It was the evident pur- 
pose of the Typothetae, from our view- 
point, to minimize the efforts of the l1n- 
ternational Typographical Union in mak- 
ing operative and effective over the coun- 
try the generally recognized shorter work 
day on January |, 1906. 

“The printers’ movement for an eight- 
hour work day had its origin’ at the 
1904 convention,. held at St. souls, and 
Was later submittegq to a refevendum 
volte, receiving an almost unanimous vute 
among more than 50,000 membérs com- 
posing the international body. As said 
before, the date set for its inauguration 
was January |, 1906, and this action was 
Prep by the recent Toronto conven- 
tion. 

“Thus it wil) be readily seen that the 
move of the Typothetae in causing lock- 
outs in various sections was a shrewd 
one, Fully realizing this tmportant fact, 
the executive council of the International 
Typographica] Union at once notified -sub- 
ordinate unions to secure agreements 
from the employing printers that they 
would consent to the inauguration of the 
eight-hour day on and after January. |}, 
1906, and in each instance where refusa! 
was met members should immediately 
cease work. ‘ 

‘For nearly two weeks the executive 
officers of the Atlanta Typographical 
Union have been making an earnest en- 
deavor to effect a mutual adjustment, 
but, after severa}] friendly conferences 
with the employers, no satisfactory solu- 
tion of existing differences coulg b 
reached.” 

The following statement was issuea 
yesterday by the employers, several of 
whom, however, operate nonunion. shops, 
and are thus not involved in the strike: 

“Statement of employing printers, 
members of the Atlanta Typothetae. 
consisting of the Foote & Davies Com- 
pany, Byrd Printing ‘Company, . Pied- 
mont Printing Company, Franklin Print- 
ing and Publishing Company, E. W. Al- 
llen & Co., the J. L. Turner Printing 
Company, Mutual Publishing Company, 
Atlanta Envelope Company Dittler Broth- 
ers, The LaHatte Printing Company, sen- 
nett Printing house, Syl Lester & Co., W. 
RK. Bean & Co., Dowman & Johnson 
and Georgia bindery, explaining s rike 
of members of the Atlanta Typographi- 
cal Union, Wednesday, September 20, 
1905: 

“To the Public—The unreasonable an4 
autocratic demand of the Typogtaphical 
Urion of this city, made of their em- 
ployers on Monday, the I.Jth instant, that 
they should sign an agreement consent- 
ing that, on January |, 1906, that they 
would put into operation a closed shup 
and an 8-hour day, without any reduc- 
tion in price of labor, with the implied 
alternative of an immediate strike, .ias 
eventuated in a refusal by us of the de- 
mand for the following reasons: 

“I. We believe that under the condl- 
tions that obtain in the printing business 
9 hours is as short a day’s work a3 
should be desired by anyone who is hon- 
est in his efforts to earn a livelihood, 

“9 The members of the Typographical 
Union in many of our establishments .io 
not comprfSe one-third of our employees; 
it is absolutely impracticable to conduct 
such a business as ours, with one part 
of its force, although a minority, work- 
ing a different time from the majority, 
hence to accede to the demands for an 
8-hour day means an increase in the 
total cost of production of our output 
of at least 22 per cent, which, with !t8 
proper pro rata of profit, would have 
either to be lost by us, Or be charged 
to our customers to lose it ourselves 
would mean financial ruin to attempt ‘0 
put it upon our customers would be an 
injustice which they would resent by re- 
fusing to have the work done, which 
goes to keep busy, not only the composi- 
tors, but the pressmen, the binders, and 
all the other employees who are now co‘- 
tentedly endeavoring to earn _ living 
wages in that calling they have chosen 
cr found most profitable. 

‘Pursuant to this demand, and our re- 
fusal to accede to it, nearly all the union 
ccompositors in a number. of offices struc 
at noon, on the 20th, thus, to some ex- 
tent, crippling those offices. , 

“These offices have already arrangea 
tc handle promptly all work in hand, 
and under contract, and expec’, within 
a few days. to have tireir offices runtfinyg

Ranks Fifth in The Percentage of 
Increase in Fifty of the Larg- 
est Postoffices in the United 
States—Some Interest- 


ing Figures, 


Washington, September 20.—(Specia!.)— 


Atlanta, as usual, leads all other southern 


cities in the showing made by the busi- 
ness done by her. postoffice, and she 
takes a high place among the fifty prin- 
cipal cities of the country. 

The returns from the month of August 
of the fifty largest postoffices of the 
country show that Atlanta, with a per- 
centage of increase of 19.12 over the 
same month last year, ranks fifth. In 
reality, however, this should be fourth, 
as the first city is Portland, Ore., where 
the very heavy increase over last year 
54.05 per cent, is due to the great exposi- 
tlon being held there and is, therefore, 
fictitious in a sense. 

Los Angeles is second with 25.51; Port- 
land, Me., third with 23.32; Seattle, 
Wash,. fourth with 21.59, and Atlanta 
fifth with 19.12. 

The shewing made by other southern 
cities is as follows: Dallas, 16.43; Rich- 
mond, 15.59; Nashville, 12.99; Memphis, 
05.78; New Orleans, 04.76; Louisville, 
04.42. 

The average net increase for the fifty 
cities is 09.07. 

The records for Atlanta show a busi- 
ness in August, 1905, of $51,904.92 as 
against $43,772.39 for the game month 
last year, an increase of $8,332,53.

tunate misunderstanding arose between 
the state boarg of health of Georgia ana 
the loca) board of health of Atlanta. 

“TJ trust that I will not be’ misunder- 
stood as apologizing for anything that 
has been done by the board or myself, 
but I desire to express my genuine sor- 
row at the turn that affairs have taken 
and sincerely hope that such a mutual 
understanding between our boards may 
be brought about that will] in future be 
conducive to the public good amd a 
cordia] feeling between them. 

“It gives me much pleasure to extend 
to your board every facility for inspect- 
fine the trains that pass through At- 
janta at any time and place you may 
wish, provided, of course, that nothing is 
done that will interfere with the quaran- 
tine regulations establisheq by the state 
board of health of Georgia.

The city board took no further action 
in the matter yesterday, leaving it entire- 
ly in the hands of City Attorney May- 
son. When asked about the situation, 
City Attorney Mayson said: 

“We shall ask the supreme court to 
review Judge Pendleton’s decision. That’s 
all.’’ 

Of course the city would like to see 
the decision reversed, but it wil] be 
impossible to get a decision from the 
supreme court until after frost has made 
yellow fever a thing of the past and 
quafantines have been forgotten, 

But it may be that the fight will pro- 
ceed along other lines. There has been 
some talk of going to the legislature 
with the matter and getting the law fixed 
60 as to leave no possible room for doubt 
about where local boards of health stand. 

The state board of health, however, is 
thoroughly satisfied with the situation. 
It has come out on top and will conduct 
the state quarantine as it sees fit, and 
without further interference from the 
Atlanta board or any other board. 

Now that the fight is over, the mem- 
bers of the state board of health, most of 
whom were here for three days awaiting 
the outcome, have returned t their homes 
and the situation is again in the hands 
of President Westmoreland and Secre- 
tary Harris. The quarantine, they de- 
clare, is effective, ang its effectiveness 
will now be preserved as long as there 
is enmy necessity for it.
